In this suit the Qulouial Secretary sued 
Bornard Blanke, master of the German 
Mail steamer Nurnberg, for payment of 
$699.60, being the costa and -chacgos in- 
tarred by the Colony in consequence, of 
eleven Tuckish seameu whom the plainbifl 
allowed to land in this Colony on 2%nd 
Augunt last by becoming vagrants. Tho 
particulars of the claim were—cost of sub- 
atstence, cightsen daya, 23rd Aug. to 9th 
September, $49.50; eleven passagus from 
Hongkong to Pott Said at $50 » man, $550, 

Mr A. B. Johnson, Crown Solicitor, ap- 

eared for the plaintiff, and Mr J, J. 

‘rancis, Q.C., for the defendant, 

Mr Johnaco, in opening for the ptaintiff, 
said the suit was brought under Ordinance 
12 of 1888, After stating the partionlara 
of theclaim he said these eleven men wero 
brought down from Japan by the German 
mail steamer on ist Augnat, but the 
wen were act landed till the following 
day. Tho tirst thing they did was. to 
goto the Mosque, and from the Mosque 
thoy were sent to a restaurant in Coobrane 
Streat, kept by a man named Hadji, As 
they had nothing to pay for their board 
and lodging, Hadji refused to.pat up ¢he 
mon, who then went to the Csntral 
Police Station,. By- orders of tho po- 
lice they were accommodated in the 
restaurant in Oochrano Street for 5 sum 
of 25 cents a-héad daily, and’ on 26th 


-| August. they were declared vagrants, 


under the provisions of the Ordivanoe. 
After thet steps were taken for their remo. 
val from the Colony, aa they spoke Turkish 
only and wore uttorly useless horo. Various 
ahipping companies having bean commu- 
nicated with it won finally decided to abip 
them asdeck passengers for Port Said by 
the steamer Macduyf, of which Messrs Dod- 
woll, Oarlill & Oo, wore tho ngents, the pas- 
sage per man being $50. He pointed out to 
his Eordshig that Section 21 of tha 
Ordinance provided that: ‘Every mastor 
ofa ship landing ‘or allowing to land in 
this‘Qulony any person other than a Obi- 
neso who st the tima of his landing is 
obviously destitute of means of subsistence 
ot does attually became so within ao period 
of six months fron the date of landing 
shall be liable to repay to the Governmont of 
this Colony all coats and charges incurred by 
the Qolony in consequence of such person 
becoming a vagrant, unleas sith master 
satisfy the Court that he made duo enquiry

the adoption of bimetallism, we must bo 
very blind to tho signs of tho times, as 
well ag laoking in @ senso of proportion, if 
we do not recognise that the cose for a 
donble standard has, by the force of o'r- 
cnmetances, aoqnired a claim to be treated 
—Dr Giffen notwithstanding—with sonie- 
thing better than contempt. ‘Tho com- 
plete accaplsucs of the bimetallic 
thioory 05 s practical romady by Sir David 
~Barbour ia, indeed,-a matter of tha gresteat 
coonemical significance, Nor-oan nuyono 
dispute tho condition of things which he 
has doploted with’ so’ muck force, and 
whioh haa led him to publicly proclaim 
what monometallists will promptly desoribe 
as high'treavou, The morcantile con. 
ditions of Endia are verging on so great 
and, we fear, a calamitous crisis, Mer 
‘chants, ag we have pointed out over and

relieve the roinous tension, or in a few 
wontha time wo shall wake up tox stale of 
industrint dietresa in England of appalling 
and, perhaps, uncontrollable dintensions, 
Our export trade in falling off, cor im- 
‘ports of. foodatnffs. are’ growing and the 
j bulance of trade is increasingly against 
ws; Grading losses. are maltiplying; the 
‘nation may almost bo said to be living on 
jits capital. Such being the general condi- 
tions, the loval anxieties of Luanosghire 
have a. fer-feaching influende. The 
country cannot, afford to ignore the condi- 
tions that ara. preasiog for settlement. It 
iw sheer folly. to, Jeb things drift any 
longer, to put tract in the optimigt’s belief 
that all wilk right itself at last. “A remedy 
must be found, and the Government will 
be inourring:a very-grave respounibjlity if 
jt does not take: ateps to azriva at the 
wisegt.and most effective solution.

Tho opinion of Sir David 
Barbour. will of nocessity carry consider. 
able weight. Ho knows botter than most 
tyoy the finanoia! condition of India, and 
the plan that is likely to give the most 
relief. “Itia nob to be supposed, though, 
that the bimetellists havw secared s ma- 
jority of cnlighteaed opivion. in. thig 
country. Lancashire ia’ with ther almost 
tos man;. but there ig atill a formidable 
body of economical.and nancial opinion 
fn the rest: of England, and especially in 
the City of London, arrayed against them, 
which shows no signs of wavering in its 
'deith, But the tle bas. clearly ee by 
for any peremptory dismissal 0. bag- 
ested remedy gs a mere ctank of a hand. 
jal of monetary . faddiste... It. may be 
that the axgumenis against . bimetallien 
are irrosistible, all.wo say is thet in the 
resent lamentable state of Indie end the 
Korth mmonametsllista ara under.a moral 
obligation not only to show that himetal- 
lism is unsound and inipraoticabls; bat. 
also to find some other 
for conditions which axe 
gharactor of a ational calamity. 
2 TRS ‘bigetalliste’ contention is thal-b: 
gn interntianal agreement ‘a. fixe 
“exohange contd ba maintained between the 
eountries of the gold and the countries of 
the: silver’ standard... There can be no 
question that-this would put. piog fe the 


rainoug fuctoationg ‘ip fi aster 


exchanges. — Hf all the Goveramenta of the 
world agres to open their minta fo tho freo 
coinage of silver at a specified . price, it 
would not’ be “worth: anyona’a while ‘to 
aoll it for. lees, ond the rupee would 
always be exshangeablo at what would 
then be a fixed. par value, The 
objectiona to anoh  propasal aro, of course, 
numerous and weighty. It would be pras- 
tically inoperative unless the international 
agreement were_not only somplete, but 
Observed with” ecrapulogs fidelity. It is 
urged that the double standard ia economi- 
cally unsound, because no metal ought to 
be adopted asa monetary standard which 
is Hable to considerable flactuations ia 
valos, That.is venerable doctrine of 
political ccongmy which the bimotsllista 
boldly challenge by the tu. that the 
fluctuations have renily been in gold, and 
not in silver; that is, the purchasing 
powor vf ga!d bas increased, to the 
cheapening of most other commodities, 
silvor incledod, That reply appears to us 
to talte too little count of the incresged pra- 
Qaction of silver, consequent, as-is alleged, 
on tha Silver Act, of 1890 in the Uaited 
States, Wa have not, however, embarked 
on thia subject with the idea of attomptiag 
an exhaustive review of the arguments on 
one sido or tho other: that ie a tack which 
would require a «much larger amount of 
apace than wo cgn- devote to-day. Our 
purpose ia fo point out that great evils aro 
looming shoad, that a remedy must, if 
possible, be found, that the economical 
authoritios aro apparently all at sixes and 
aevens, sad that in this ‘confusion of 
coavsel thers is danger of au accontuation 
of the mischief, 

Sir David Barbour says nothing about 
the closing of the Indian mints to the 
private coinage of silver, from whioh we 
may Infor that ho olther regards it. as 
impracticable or ineficacions, Wo have 
never lookpd with favour on such a schome 
except as a temporary expedient in time of 
panic, and oven that, as wo pointed ont, 
was open to the gravo objection that it 
might interfere very ‘kerionsly with the 
India export trade to. China and the 
Strails, ond be regarded os a breach of 
faith by the natives, and possibly lead to 
political troubles, A gold currency acoma 
etitk more ont of the qnostion. That ‘a 
common standard of value for England 
and India is absolutely essential to the 
well-being of the latter’ may be said to be 
socepiod by common consent; but how is 
it to be attained’? The adoption of a gold 
curreucy would, it is believed, hava the 
effect of either largely increasing the 
silver valuo of all commodities imported 
into India from gold countries, or else of 
loworing the level of silver prices all 
round—in ‘both cases putting the native 
population in 9. far worse position than 
thay are to-day, Whatevor wa do itis, 
st least, desirable shat we should not bring 
about such a result ag that. The subject 
bristles with difficultios on every hand, 
Probably no stggestion can be mado which 
will not raise a storm of objeations ; yet no 
Government with the certainty staring it 
in tho facoof a groat economic depretsion 
end possible industrial collapse can afford 
to sit with folded bands and do nothing. 
We do not, to be candid, expect mach 
from the Tnaternatioual Monetary Con- 
foronce; but, certainly, ovongs which are 
now taking pleco will give to it increased 
importance, It oust be remembored, 
however, ‘ that the couferenco is the 
suggcation of the American Government, 
and that the American Government has ita 
axa to grind, without. referanco to the 
Gistress in Lonceshire or the losses 
anatainel by the Indien’ Gowernmont in 
Temitting homa its revenues; though it is 


a mistsko to assume that: the -interest’ of |; 


the Americas in this question refers to 
their silver certificates. Ib lies rather 
in the direction of higher prices for wheat 
and cotton, which must remain low as long 
ag Indie can campote with » rupoo ot tn, 
Bd. or lesa. It may, howorer, be taken for 
grauted thot if Eogland aud the United 
States were in agcord im their monetary 
policy, tha rest of the world would have to 
follow in golf-defence,. But the’ xdal ques- 
tion is, what would be the ultimate upshot? 
Would those who predict afew years of 
prosperity and inflation, and thes aa 
overmbelming crash and a wild scramble 
for gold, be’ justified “in their dolefal 
forebodings ? Itwonld bo folly, for the 
sake of temporary relief, to embark on a 
projoct which was evon romotely threatened 
y the possibility of a great crisis.- It is 
for the advocates of tho several: panaosas 
to argue out their case fally and logically. 
The occasion is urgent, the signe are 
ominous, snd the world is cagor for true 
guidanee. Silver remaing the ona’ absor-
